Limitations on the butter fat 
content as well as on the num 
ber of grades sold to consum- 
ers were removed April Ist. A 
further order limiting cream 
sales in certain designated ar- 
eas was revoked at the same 
time. This does not affect any 
regulationa covering the sale of 
fluid cream which may have 
heen issued by any provincial 
authority. Board regulations 
governing the holding and dis- 
tribution ef cheddar cheese 
were removed April | also,

Because of greatly increased 
costs of raw sugar to Canada it 
has been, found necessary to 
raise the ceiling pyice of refined 
sugar by one cent per pound on 
all sized packages and at all 
trade levels, effective April 1. 
This action follows the general 
pattern of decontrol, and has 
the same effect as partial re- 
moval of subsidy or partial elim 
ination of a tradingloss ; where 
the subsidy or trading loss is 
transferred into a price in- 
crease. The cent per pound in- 
crease will cover most of the 
increase in raw sugar prices 
which has occurred during the 
past year or two. The halance 
of the loss will he made un out 
of the Sugar Stabilization Fund 
which was established early m 
the war and used since that 
time to hold Canadian sugar 
prices steady,
